F. No. 2102111 |82-Ad.lll-B :_The President is 
pleased to substitute clauses ‘f, ‘g’ and ‘h‘ of the 
scheme lor the grant of Appreciation Certificates and 
cash awards to officers and staff of the Customs and 
Central Excise Department and Directorate of En- 
lorcemcnL in consideration of their rendering excep¬ 
tional metitorious servile and disposing outstanding 
devotion to duly announced in tills Ministry's noti¬ 
fication No. 12|139|59-Ad.III-B dated 5th November, 
1962 published in Part I, section 1 of die Gazette of 
India Extraordinary dated the 5th November, 1962 
as amended by notification No. 31|12|67-Ad. III-B 
dated the 15th January, 1968, notification No. A. 
21021113171-Ad.III-B dated the 22nd January, 1972 
and notification No. 2102111|82 Ad.III-R dated the 
14th June, 1982 as under :— 

(t) The allowance will be granted from the 
date of the meritorious act for which the 
award is given and, unless it is forfeited for 
misconduct, will continue for life time of 
the recipient from the date of the perform¬ 


ance of such act. The additional monetary 
allowance for a further meritorious act will 
also be paid for life time of the reci¬ 
pient from the date of the further merito¬ 
rious act. 

(g) When die award is made posthumously or 
the awardee dies after the grant of award, 
die monetary| additional monetary allow¬ 
ance shall be paid to his widow (first 
merried wife having the preference) for her 
life time or till remarriage. 

(li) When die award is made posthumously to 
a bachelor or such an awardee dies after the 
grant of die award, the monetary|additional 
monetary allowance shall be paid to his 
father or mother and in case the awardee 
is a widower, die allowance shall be paid 
to his son below 18 years or unmarried 
daughter, as the case may be, from the date 
of the meritorious act. 

The above amendment shall be applicable to 
the receipients of the award who arc in 
receipt of monetary allowance on the date 
of issue of these orders.
